W ashington, April 25.—The house of 
rep re se n ta tiv es and the se n ate passed 
the volunteer arm y bill w ithout de 
bate, and it was signed im m ediately 
by P re sid en t Wilson. 
It was regarded as significant that 
tfie president had changed his attitu d e 
tow ard calling volunteers into the aer 
vice over night, probably due to the 
ho tile attitu d e of G eneral C n n a n z a . 
Previously I Ii** president had advis­ 
ed R e p resen tativ e Lee, of Bennsylva 
ilia, who had offered volunteers, that 
he would not need any volunU era for 
active service. 
The 
im p o rta n t and distinguishing 
features of the bill are: 
Any volunteer organization recruited 
up to three-fourths of its stren g th may 
he taken into th e service by th e pres! 
dent reg ard less of the m ilitia . reg! 
m ents. T he present law requires th* 
president to ex h au st the m ilitia of the 
sta te s before accepting volunteers. 
The president gets control of the ap 
polntm ent of officers of the volunteei 
regim ents, which has hereto fo re been 
vested in th e governors of th e r e s te r 
tive states. 
It changes tile period* of enlistm ent 
from tw o years, as it is in the exist 
ing law, to th e sam e as th e regular 
arm y, changing autom atically as the 
term of en listm en t in the reg u lar army 
is changed. 
It m akes th** volunteei 
arm y the co u n terp art of th** re g u ilt 
forces, requiring th a t they shall lie of 
cered anil ♦•quipped on the sam e bi*;- 
us the regulars.

The Federals, besides settlnx the 
Mexican town on fir**, blew up many 
buildings. Among the structures de­ 
stroyed by explosion and fire there 
were tlo* Fnited States consulate, the 
municipal building, the flour mill, one 
of the larg* t in this section of the 
southwest; the postoffice, theater and 
custom liouse. 
It was In the destruction of the

Mexican soldiers lost their lives. 
Hundreds of persons were attracted
